Balfour Attacks the British 
Government, 


Irish Executive Officers Accused of 
Condoning Serious Offenses. . 


The Administration Admits Its Sym- 
pathy for Ireland, 


And is Proud of the Fact—Gladstone Pro- 
poses to Govern the Irish 
Through Their 
Hearts,

Loxvoy, March 27.—[By Cable and 
Associated Press.| In the Commons to- 
night, Balfour, leader of the Unionists, 


| spoke at length on his motion that the 


Irish executive be censured for condon- 
ing serious offenses, and thus bringing 
the law into general contempt. He 
made an attack upon the government 
with vigor, and evoked repeatedly loud ~ 
cheers from the opposition benches, 
“The present deplorable state of af- 
fatrs in Ireland,’’ Balfour said, **was> 
largely in consequence of a compact 
between the government and forces of 
disorder. According to the terms of an 
unwritten contract the Government 
coquetted with an amnesty and encour- 
aged dishonest tenants, through an 
evicted tenants’ commission, to disown 
obligations and treat landlords as law- 
abiding people would treat malefactors. 
“The goverment had fomented ont- 
rages by suspending the Crimes-Act, 
and instigated crimes by the release of 
dvnamiters. The government had not 
hesitated to take steps which were in 
direct antagonism to the decisions of the 
courts. Anew reign of terror bad been 
established. The recent outrages in 
tke counties of Mayo, Clare, Limerick 
and Kerry showed plainly how remark-. 


Ireland under the present government. - 
In one of the counties intimidation has 
been carried so far that all writs are 
sent through the post, as the bailiffs did 
not dare deliver them in person. The 
practice of boycotting has been revived 
in allits pristine ugliness and vigor. 
The government, knowing, perhaps, 
the uselessness of prosecut ng the of: 
fenders, bad taken no steps to protect . 
the victims.’’ 
In answe Balfour, Morley, Chiet 
Secretary for “ireland, directed his at- 
tention to the fact that this was 
the fifth vote of censure moved within. 
eight weeks. The leading charge 
against the government was tbat they 
had a contract with the Irish party. 
He would not deny that the present ad- 
ministration was in sympathy with the 
Irish people. [Cheers.] Ifthat was a 
heinous contract he would plead guilty 
to being a party toit. As to the speci- 
fic charge that he had refused police 
protection .to those who enforced the 
aw, he would say he declined to pro- 
tect night seizures, and felt justitied in 
this action. The law on the subject 
was far from clear andthe highest au- 
thorities differed in their interpreta- 
tion of it. 

Morley then rebutted in detail Bal- 
four’s assertion that agrarian crime in 
Ireland had increased under the Lib- 
eral government. With a maltiplicity 
of statistics he proved that, under the 
present executive, this class of crime 
had decreased 11 per cent. 

T. W.. Russell, member from South 
Tyrone, and Arthur Hugh Smith-Barry, 
Conservative, for South Huntingdon, 
spoke in support of Balfour’s motion. 

Gladstone reproached the opposition 
with resorting to language they could 
not possibly justify with facts. The 
present government, he said, had as 
greata desire and as strong an tndettat 
as any of their predecessors in preserv- 
ing law and order in Ireland. e pres- 
ent government aad, however, a differ- 
ent view as to the best manner of deal- 
ing with the people. Results, already 
apparent, proved how successfully the 
new policy operated. The severity of 
sentences in Ireland upon the boy 
Foley and other political offenders, was 
a feature of the coercive system. Such 
sentences never could have been passed 
in England. The present government 
sought to abolish this present mode of 
treatment, and sought to establish a 
more equal system of administration, 
They aimed at laying the foundation of 
order inthe hearts and understanding 
of the people of Ireland. 

The Liberal party believed the Irish 
people were as capable of being gow 
erned on approved principles as the 
people of other countries. The present 
effort of the Chief Secretary for Ireland 
was to realize in practice the fruits of 
this belief. 

Lord Randolph Churchill defended. 


having passed too harsh séhtences. 
His own experience had been that oné 
concession to the Irish people was fol- 
lowed invariably by another. He pro- 
nounced the proposed vote of censure 
more than justified by Morley’s endeav- 
ors to hush up and conceal Irish crime 
from the knowledge of Parliament, 
He charged the government with hav- 
ing set aside illegaily an act of Parlia- 
ment when they abandoned two clauses 
of the crimes act. ‘Lhe Unionists,”’ 
Lord Randolph Churchill said, “founded 
their hopes on the truth of their prin- 
ciples and looked to the English people 
for justice and judgment.”

The Way of Contractors, 

The contest récently made by prop- } 
erty-owners on. Second street to pre- 
vent the acceptance of paving which 
was notupto specifications, has had 
the effect of throwing a good deal ot 
light on practices which have been in 
vogue for some time among contractors 
who do work for the city. A man who 
has long been familiar with public con- 
tracts was asked the other day what he 
thought of the Second street contro- 
versy. 

“T think the OF is wrong,” he an- 
swered. 

he was asked; “do you 
think the work was 7” to specifica- 
tions?” 

“No, it never is. The contractors do 
not expect to ‘make it upto contract 
when they putin their bids; and the | 
city has never exacted it. That’s just 
where the trouble lies. The city au- 
thorities are the ones.to blame.”’ 

That this gentleman went straight to 


the ‘‘meat in the cocoanut,”’ there is 


hardly a doubt. 

This practice of slighting contracts 
is one which has réached much wider 
ramifications in this city than most of 
the uninitiated imagine. . It holds not 
only with reference to public work, but 
in private contracts as well. In fact, 
the dishonesty possible within certain 
limits that are considered safe furnishes | 
the margin upon which many contrac- f 
tors calculate in their bids. In compet- 
ing for work the honest and unsophisti- 
cated contractor is often astonished to 
find that his competitor secures the job 
ata less price than the work can be 
done for at current prices of labor and 
“material. Thus the contractors who 
are naturally disposed to be honest are 
obliged to resort to the same subterfuge 
.o¥ are soon crowded out of the field. 

‘A correspondent of Tue Times who 
has had mucb experience in letting con- 
tracts and supervising work sends us 
the following: 

‘The squabble over the Second street 
paving means much more than some 
may think. It is a protest against the 
frauds that have been quite common in 
this city, and the first move to seftle 


the principle that contract work 
must be done up to specifications. The 
great concern and effort of confractors 


seems to have been to secure the job, 
with the mental reservation of slighting 
enough to make it pay. I saw aman 
working at a job for which I had seen 
the specifications, and said: _‘‘Don’t 
they call for,,first-class work?” ‘Oh, 
yes,” he. said, ““but we always do the 
work to fit the price.”’ 

So long as there is no discrimination 
between the bidders, the men capable 
of doing the job honestly and well are 
at a disadvantage, and the reckless and 
incapabie bidder gets the work, and the 
owner is ‘‘cinched.’’ If men who are 
about letting work will restrict the 
bidders to such“as are honest and ca- 
pable, then it will be fair to open for 
bids; but so long as it is a ‘‘free-for- 
all,” so long will these impositions and 
squabbles continue. The exclusion of 
irresponsible contractors will work the 
emancipation of the material men, 
who, with even the greatest watchful- 
ness, frequently suffer loss, while- the 
owner is subjected to great. incon- 
venience, at least, even if he don't have 
to pay again for his material. The 
illimitation of these dishonest con-. 
tractors will enable the better class of 
workmen todo work cheaper, because 
it will do away with lawyers, liens, 
bonds, etc. 

The writer has had more than one job 


to receive bids only from a list of hon- 
est-responsible men that was furnished 
him, and by such discrimination he 
never failed to get good work, and 
never had‘a moment’s contention. By 
this joint action of owners and archi- 
tects this immense evil can sqon be 
eradicated, and men will understand 
that the work is to be honestly anne acy 
cording to specifications. — 

It will be a good plan for the one to 
take the initiative and let it be under- 
stood among contractors before they 
submit their bids that the work must be 

up to specifications in every particular. 
With this fair warning, the man who 
attempts*to slight his contract should 
be made to suffer for his dishonesty. 
Then, if individuals and corporations 
who have contractsto let will take 
their cue from what our correspondent 
says, it will be possible to give. the 
cheats a shaking up all along the line, 
and honest contractors will have a 
chance to do the right thing. Itisa

ington the night that Abraham Lincoln 
Was. assassinated, was not near: the 
wounded President, and stigmatizing 
as a falsehood the story that blood from | 
his wound ran down upon: her dress. 
This paragraph has brought from J, C. 
Power, custodian of the Lincoln Monu- 
ment at Springfield, Ill, a letter in 
which he asserts his belief that Laura 
Keene did sit down by the wounded 
President, taking his head in her lap 
and bathing his face with water. He 
sends rather a gruesome testimonial of 
the fact in a photograph with the 
following indorsement on the back: 

- The picture on the opposite side 
shows a piece of gros grain silk, taken 
from the dress worn by Laura Keene, 
‘who acted the leading part.in the play 
entitled, Qur American Cousin, on ths 
evening of April 14,, 1865. When Mr. 
Lincoln was shot,’ Miss Keene was the 
first to recognize the assassin, and cried 
out that it was John Wilkes Booth. 
She then entered Mr. Lincoln's box, 
sat down by him and commenced bath- 
ing his face. While thus engaged, the 
blood flowed from. the platol-ahot wound 
in the back of his head. It made the 
stains on her dress, which are seen 
down the left side of the picture. After 
letting the blood dry she cut the piece 
out, brought in November, 1868, and 
left it at the office of the Oak Ridge. 
Cemetery, in which the Lincoln Monv- 
ment stands. I paid the sexton ‘$27 
for the relic after I became custodian 
of themonument, It is now in this hall. -

A WHY IT WAS VETOED 


The Governor's Action on. the 
Delinquent Tax Bill. 


The Reasons Given for Not Affixing 
His Signature. 


A Strong Protest Was Presented by 
the State 


A Defenve of the Senshre by Ité Author, 
Hon, R. N. Balla—Conclusions Not 
_ Warranted: by the Facts 
in the Case. 


Among the bills vetoed by Gov. Mark- 
ham was Assembly Bill No. 81, ‘‘An 
act to amend sections 8765 et al. of an 
act of the Legislature of the State of 
California entitled ‘An act to establish 
a political code,’ approved March 12, 
1872, relating to the sale of real prop. 
erty for delinquent taxes apd redemp- 
tion and release of such property, and 
to add a new section thereto to be 
known and designated as section 8801, 
also relating ‘to the sale of real prop- 
erty for delinquent taxes.’’ This bill 
was introduced by Assemblyman Bulla, 
who had given the subject very careful 
consideration, and it had been very gen- 
erally indorsed throughout the State. 
In returning the bill the Governor gives 
the following as his reasons for not af- 
fixing his signature: 

. “While I am primarily inclined to look 
upon this: measure, I have re- 
ceived from the State Controller so 
_gtrong a protest against its provisions, 
and presenting reasons so convincing to 
on mind, that I have been constrained to 

e ultimate conclusion that its effect 

would be very detrimental to the inter- 
@sts of the people of the State. The 
objections of the Gontroller are in brief: 
“‘Pirst--That there are now standing 
fn the name of the State under the-pres- 
ént'system nearly $20,000,000 of prop- 
erty sold to the State for delinquencies 
which now escape. taxation, and that 
the direct effect of this actifit becomes 
alaw would be to largely increase the 
amount of property so pocaping taxa- 
tion. 
. “Second—The doing away with no- 
tice to delinquent taxpayers would 
work great hardship and ‘in many in-. 
| Stances gross injustice. 
‘ “Third—That the amount of deiin- 
quent taxes released would be greatly 
increased, thus:resulting in large de- 
ficiencies in the State and county treas- 
uries. 

_“Fourth—That no corresponding 
benefit would accrue to the taxpayers, 
as was doubtless the object of the bill, 
to compensate these evils. 
| “Bor these reasons] have withheld 
rad approval from the bill” 


THE DELINQUENT TAX“BILL. 


Defense of the Meusure by Its Author, 
Hom R. N, Balla, 

Los ANGELES, ‘March 27, 18938.—(To 
the Editor of Tus Times.| As Gov. 
Markham ‘has seen fit to veto the bill 
commonly known. as the Delinquent 
Tax Bill, which was introduced by my- 
self, and pagsed by both houses of the 
Legislature by an almost unanimous 
vote, I very much desire to call the at- 
tention. of the ‘public to. je nat of the 
teasons assigned by the Governor for 
his action, which, in my judgment, are 
not warranted by the facts in the case. 
» The first statement is that there are 
now ‘nearly $20,000,000 of .prop- 
erty sold to the State’ for delinquencies 
‘which now escapes taxation, and, that 
the direct effect of this act, if it. be- 
comes a law, would be to largely in- 
crease the amount of property so escap- 
ing taxation.” 

It is true that there is now a large 
amount of property which has been sold 


| to the State for delinquent taxes, and 
| which is not redeemed by the owners or 


here is, however, a yery good and suf- 
cient ‘reason for the failure to redeem 
a large amount of such property, and 
that is, that under the present law only 
undesirable property is sold to the 
State. 


There to whom such land was assessed. 


chased by individuals, and I have been 
informed by men who have every op- 
portunity to know that about nine- 


| tenths, and, in many counties, ninety- 


nine-hundredths of the property sold to 
‘individuals for delinquent taxes has 
been redeemed by. the owners within 
,one year from date of sale; this not- 
“withstanding the fact that 50 per cent. 


‘penalty, in addition to interest and. 


| 


costs of sale, must be paid by redemp- 
tioner. 

‘Now, if the State purchased the de- 
sirable property, it is certainly fair to 


| assume that the redemptions of such 


property would exceed the redemptions 


‘| under the present, system, because by 


the terms of the proposed bill the pen- 
alty was reduced from 50 per cent. to 
10 per cent. if the redemption was 
made within six months. from the date 
of sale; 20 per cent. if made within 
one year, and so on, increasing rapidly 
in proportion until the expiration of the 
period of redemption, towit, five years 
from date ot sale, when the redemp- 
tioner would be required to -pay 100 
per cent. penalty. It isthe opinion of 
those who, are acquainted with the prac- 


| tical workings of such matters that if 


the bill had become a law and people 
had once realized that they could avail 
themselves of the privileges of redemp- 
at a small penalty, as therein pro- 

ed, that not only the property which 
is now redeemed from individuals, bpt 
also a large amount of the property 
heretoforeasold to the State would be 
redeemed, and that the increased rev- 
enue, by reason of the redemption pen- 
alties, would more than offset any loss 
to-the State by reason of its purchase 


of all the property sold for cahaquent’ 


taxes. 

One of the chief reasons why re- 
déemptions have not been more fre- 
quent heretofore is thatthe process of 
redemption has been so expensive that 
the cost far exceeded the amount of 
taxes due. Under the law as pro- 
posed there would have been saved in 
each. case at least the $8 for notice and 
the $2 which the auditor is now en- 
titled to, to say nothing: of diminished 
penalties. 

‘The second objection urged by the 
Governor is that ‘doing away with the 


} notice to delinquent taxpayers would 
work a great hardship, and, in many in- - 


Stances, a gross injustice,’’ 

y assigning this reason the Governor 
has made it perfectly apparent that he 
did not give the’ bill that amount of con- 
‘sideration to which a measure of such 
public importance is clearly entitled. 

“Section 16 of the proposed bill reads 
as follows: 
‘Sec, 16. Anewsection is hereby 


| ndded to the Political Code of the State 
of California, to be known and desig- |: 


nated as section 8801. 

Bec. 8801. It shall be the duty of 
‘the tax collector, within thirty days 
after the sale of any lands for delin- 
quent taxes, to furnish to the assessor 
a complete and list of all such 


All good property which is} 
likely or certain to be redeemed is pur- } 


sessor shall enter upon the assessthent 
immediately. after the descrip- 
| tion of the property-the fact that 
said property been sold for 
taxes and the date of such sale. 
Upon ali bills or statements of: or for 
taxes accruing on said property subse- 
quent to the date of such sale, and prior 
to the redemption of such property, or the 
execution to the State of a deed therefor, 
there shall be distinctly and legibly writ- 


for taxes,’’-and also the date of such sale. 

The notice provided by. this section is 
certainly one that would be effective. 
Under the present system, in case of 
vacant property, the law permits the 
notice to be posted upon the,land, and, 
while it is true. that there is a provi- 
sion requiring such notice to be kept 
posted for thirty days, it is a well- 
known fact that such notice is not Kept 
posted for that, or any other definite, 
length of time,and thatin many, perhaps 
a majority, of cases, the owner receives 
no actual notice of the sale of his prop 
erty until after the expiration of the 
time for redemption, which is but one 
year, when he is obliged to make terms 


the tax title, and who is not always 
noted for the possession of a vast 
amount of the milk of human kindness.. 

Under the law as proposed, the owner 
would haye received actual notice at 
the time he attempted to pay his taxes 
for the year succeeding that in which 
the sale was made, and could then have 
redeemed withont any expeiise for 
notice (which is now $3) by paying the 
costs of the sale and 20 per cent. pen- 
alty. It seems very clear, therefore, 
that so. far as this objection is con- 
cerned, there is much more liability 
of the present law working ‘‘gross in- 
justice’’ than’ the’ bill which was passed 
by the last Legislature. 

The third objection that the passage 
of the bill would result ‘in large de- 
ficiencies in the State and county treas- 
uries,’’ is, of course, one that can not 
be definitely.answered, as it is a mere 
matter of conjecture, As stated above, 
‘practical men, agsessors and .tax col- 
lectors, have given it as their opinion, 
that such. would not be the result, but 
that the State would actually be bene- 
fited in that regard. 

‘The fourth objection ‘that no cor- 
responding benefit would accrue to tax- 
payers,’’ is also a matter of opinion, 
concerning.which, I suppose, good men 
may differ, The cases of~hardship re- 
sulting from the present law are, . how- 
ever, so humerous and so well known 
that the Governor wil] find it difficult 
to convince anyone that the proposed 
bill would confer no benefit upon the 
general public. Unfortunately the peo- 
ple who ‘suffer. most by the present 
laws are those who are least able 
to bear or protect themselves from the 
existing evils. It is not the keen, 
Shrewd, competent business man whose 
property. is sold for taxes and passes into 
the hands of men who are sometimes 
unscrupulous enough to demand an 
exorbitant amount for the ransom of 
the property, but it is the workingman, 
pene widow and orphans, who are un- 
at ainted with the usélessly complex 
cumbersome system of our revenue 
laws, who are by those laws placed in 


| ae which not infrequently result 


the loss of. their property and of/ 
their homes. 

Of course, the law would have been 
something in the nature of an experi- 
ment, and might possibly have failed to 
work as advantageously as its. author 
and friends believe that it would, but 
certainly, in view of the existing evils 
and:abuses ef the present revenue laws, 
the Executive would have been justified 
in giving his approval to a bill having 
for its object.correction of such abuses, 
and which had’ passed both-houses. of 
the Legislature, one composed of forty 
and the other of eighty members, who 
are supposed to have the good of the 
people as much at heart as has the Gov- 
ernor, who was kind enough to admit 
in his veto -that the object of the law, 
was meritorious.

‘It is a well-known natural law, which 
holds good al) over the world, that 
more male children are born than these 
of the opposite sex, because the mascu- 
line gender ia more exposed in every 
way to ‘perils by land and perils by 
sea,’’ and hence there is consequently 
greater waste, which nature has pro- 
vided for, In new countries the pro- 
portion of men is always greater than 
that of women. 

Of the forty-four States composing 
our Union, thirty-four have a greater 
number of men than women, By thé 
last census (1890) California .nad a 
total population of 1,208,180, of which 
700,059. were of the masculine gender, 
and 608,071 were of the “softer 
sex.’ In other words, there were 
191,988 more men. than» women 
in California. If a census could 
be taken next June it would be found 
that in three years the disproportion has 
been considerably lowered, Each year 
more mothers, wives, sisters, and 
daughters are coming to California. 
The day has gone by when miners, lum- 
bermen and ranchmen (generally un- 
married men) formed the majority of 
new-comers into this State. It ‘is the 
day of the family, and of permanent 
homes. Yet, take the equivalent popu- 
lation of the nearest States to Califor- 
nia, and you find that the disproportion 
of men and women is much greater 
than in our Commonwealth. The com- 
bined population of Washington, Ure- 

on, Nevada and Colorado 1,212,- 

01—just 4,871 more inhabitants than 
California has. The four thonsand and 
odd make very little difference in the 
disproportion of men aad women; but 
those four States, the nearest to 
California, have a surplus of 
men to the tune of 226,640. 
That is, while in California there 
are 191,988 more men than women, 

Washington, Oregon, Nevada and 
Colorado (where the conditions of min- 
ing, lumbering and ranching are the 
same) have an added disproportion of 
| 84,762 more men than women. Ip 
short, it may be said that the assertion 
(stated in all seriousness in Europe) that 
California,in the ratio of the sexes, is 
‘nulike any other country in the 


world,’ is not true, and 


of the Union. The surplus of men in 
California is alittle more than one- 
seventh of the total population, while 
the surplus of men. jn the total popula 

tion of the four States of Washington, 
Oregon, Nevada and Colorado, about 
one-sixth. you come to separate the 
States mentioned. Oregon's strplus men 
are about one-sixth of the total number 
of inhabitants; Colorado’s surplus of | 
men is a little less than one-fifth of 
the total population; the surplus 
of Washington’s men is. abo@m 
one-fourth; while Nevada in this 

respect (and in many others) is the 

worst off of all the States, for the sur- 

plos of her men is a little less than one- 

third of her whole population. 


This. surplusage is confined to no 


point of the compass—-to no latitude or |: 


longitude in the United States. Maine 
has more men than women, Florida has 
a surplus of 21,472 men, Michigan, in 
round pumbers. 90,000; Missouri,’ 91,- 
219; compactly settled Ohio has a sur- 
plus ‘of mentothe figures of 89,150; 
an old State like Pennsylvania has a 
surplus of 74,648, the newer State of 
Texas has about 110,000 men than 
women, while lilinois has a surplus of 
nearly 120,000 men. And what a 
fearful lot of single men there are in the 
temperate (not in climate) and popu- 
listically inclined States of Kansas, 
lowa, Minnesota, Wisconsin and Ne- 
braska, These States figure up in sur- 
plus men, respéctively, 77,128, 77,- 
010, $8,816, 68,022 and 86,788, 
The Dakotas, Montana, Wyoming, Idaho 
aodeven Indiana (surplus men 84,- 
290) are all badly off for wives. Ken- 
tuckians are always boasting what 
splendid women, horses and horned 
cattle are to be found inthe only Blue 
Grass and Bourbon State. 

We know that the horses, cattle and 
whisky are found in every State in the 
Union, and are exported into maby for- 
eign countries. I should judge by the 
surplus of men that the fair Kentuck- 
ians have been sought for as wives in 
other States and ‘countries, for the in- 
exorable census tells us that Kentucky 
has about twenty-nine thousand more 
men than women. In New England, 
Maine and Vermodt have each a sur-

“more marriages.”’ It would be well 
if Massachusetts, Rhode Island, Con- 
necticut, Maryland, Virginia and North 
Carolina were towed around to the Pa- 
cific Coast, and moored for about six 
years, and the disproportion would 
soon disappear. Within the last two 
decades, perhaps, two hundred thousand 
wifeless foreigners. have come into 
our country, and, into Massachusetts, 
New York and Rhode Island, 
poured many thousands~ of husbandless 
women. Let wise laws limit immigra- 
tion, and in a‘decade the sexes would

Early Days in Montana. 
[Salt Lake Tribune.] 

Col. R. F. May of the Bozeman had @ 
fruit standin Helenain1868. ‘‘Twenty- 
five cents would not go far toward buy- 
ing fruit in those days,’’ he said the 
other day. ‘‘One man who was courting 
a young lady used to come to my place 
and buy four apples for $5, $1.25 
apiece, and then present them to his 
sweetheart. Ialways picked oyt four 
ofthe best applesI had, and wrapped 
them up in tissue paper and placed 
them in a neat candy boxforhim. By 
and by they were married, after which 
I never sold him any more apples, 
The first year’s pineapples sold for $7 
apiece, and there are still living in 
Helena men that paid me tnat price for 
them. Oranges were $2.50 to $3 
each, and the Montana pioneers who 
are rich today did not buy them. 

‘The first shipment of sweet potatoes 
ever received in Montana was sent to 
me, andthey cost me $1.85 a pound. 
The first man that came along on the 
street was a Chinaman. I was opening 
them on the sidewalk. He bought two 
pounds at $1.50 a pound. Book-keep- 
ers then were paid $12 aday. Fora 
little stand on the street, in front ofa 


| store, I paid $30 q month rent in ad- 


vance. Avery ordinary wooden build- 
ing across the street, used as a saloon, 
rented for $400 a month. 

‘‘Newspapers sold for 50 cents each. 


had an unusual stock of fruit, which I 
feared would spoil on my hands, ‘and so 
I got. 100 circulars printed. They were 
very small, but cost 10 cents apiece. I 
did not hire boys to distribute them, but 
took them around myself. 

‘‘Much of the fruit I sold came 1600 
miles by stage, and this tact had a great 
deal.to do with the prices. As trans- 
portation facilities increased prices 
gradually fell. The prices that I have 
quoted are no higher than the average 
prices im those days; everything was 
the same way.”

of the fair, with a strong sprinkling of 
hotel owners, regarding the policy of 
transportation. The railroading pow- 
ers reply to the’ demand for a lowered 
rate, by asking very pertinently and 
pertly whether the hotel rates are also 
to be lowered. and claim with a confi- 
dence born of a Centennial knowledge 

they 
can carry atanyrate. Strong pressure 
is being used in all directions by the 
managers of the fair to leaven the gen- 
eral cupidity with a spirit of benevo- 
lence, and it is not improbable that 
the soulless corporations of 
railroads will yield to their in- 
fluence. It is certain-that there 
will be a long-distance rate made, 
low enough for the purses of the poor, 
but weighed down by rather unconfort- 
able conditions,.such as must accom- 
pany a crowded car with limited com- 
forts, running at a low speed, side- 
tracked for every freight and subject to 
days even of delay. Tothe fair, as to 
all other modern Meccas, the royal road 
is open only to the rich; but who shall 
say that the splendid object-lesson at 
Jackson Park will not be more thor- 
oughly learned and more wisely assimi- 
lated by the hundreds of thousands who 
will pay for itin the coin of economy 
and by some personal privation! Ifthe 
present craze for reforming-the earth 
keeps on for a few centuries, the time 
may come when the poor shall inherit 
the land and ride in one of Mr. Pull- 
man’s peripatetic palaces, but at pres- 
ent, though he be the salt of the earth, 
he takes a ‘‘tourist.’’ By choice, if he 
is a philosopher; by necessitv, if he has 
a second-class ticket. ; 

For the poorer still, there remains 
the ‘‘emigrant”’ car in all its terror and 
To a traveler so courageous 
one would scarcely need to tell the story 
ofthe beautiful book that had for its 
inspiration such an environment, for his 
soul, like that of Robert Louis Steven- 
son, could rise above bodily miseries 
and acute distresses, and find patience, 


and good-humor, and devotion there as 


did he. For those—and they are the 
many—to whom travel is only a ‘‘get- 


‘ting there,’’ the luxuries of a puffy pad- 


ded seat, the defense of double win- 
dows, and the distinction of a dusky 
servitor are absolute necessities. A 
few, however, even of these, will—this 
expensive summer—hesitate over the 
large round dollars asked between Los 
Angeles and Chicago, and may conclude 
to jointhe unterrified rich, the inde- 


pendent middie class, and the decent 
‘poor in the tourist car, that bohemian 


ofthe road. 
To the detective-like eye of the snob 
this car bears all the external marks of 
elegance, evento the magic name of 
Pullman. Inside it is hard, bare, bold 
and eminently colloquial. But it has 
its compensations. It is clean, easily 
ventilatable and apt to furnish a con- 
stantly renewing feast to the student 
ofhumanity sans culotte. Its merits 
and demerits make an amusing litany, 
and the resuits are only to be judged by 
a sliding scale of accident and chance. 
If one has a porter that was not only 
born tired, but has a heriditary desire 
to sleep;.if the fires in the great stoves 
at each end of the car go out while 
climbing the Great Divide; if one has 
noisy neighbors and if one likes some- 
thing thicker than a mustard plaster 
between one’s bones and one’s bed, one 
is likely to become a very devil’s advo- 
cate for the other side. Yet all this 


_ may be, and usually is, but a rare set of 


mischances. I have every logical rea- 
son for believing my own first experi- 
ence of tourist-travel to be atypical 
one. Leaving Los Angeles on a sunny 
morning, getting glimpses of mountains 
piled magnificently high with snow 
through rew upon row of orange trees, 
and carrying away in my ears the 


sounds of coming spring, to plunge into 


sand and wind and deeply drifting 
snow, only at last to be brought com- 
fortably, safely, economically and on 
time, into the Santa Fé depot, where, 
by way of encouragement to Western 
travel, the clerk had opened a drawer 
in the weather bureau and taken out a 
mild and peaceful day. 

Going home forthe spring plowing 
from a first yisit to Southern California 
was Mr. Garland, the proud father of 
Hannibal Hamlin Garland, the writer 
who has undertaken to interpret and 
explain to the world the poetry and the 

pain of the great prairies. It was easy 


to see the son’s birthright of sympathy 


and knowledge in listening to the clear, 
shrewd, broad views of the West, as de- 
veloped in much pleasant talk with this 
hale and rosy, but silver-haired, farmer. 
He himself is one of the ¢ommon. peo- 
ple of whom Hamlin Garland writes, 
and he has lived out daily the pathetic 
history of a pioneer in a rough land, 
and he, 100, insists that ‘‘there is plenty 
of romance in it.’’

It was the 
liturgy prepared by Charles Wesley for the 
use of the Methodist Episcopalians in the 
early days of that denomination, It has 
been gradually abandoned. There is a 
strong tendency in the denomination now 
to return to it, and I have no doubt that 
early in the next century it will again be 


pted. 
“T shall rejoice if I live to see it: It will 
put us in closer relations with the great de- 
nomination from which we sprang, and 
which in these days, having overthrown 
those influences which made the organiza- 
tion of the Methodist church necessary, is 
now working with mighty zeal for the 
cause of Christ. I do not think that the 


adoption of the Wesley liturgy will cause a

Christianity of the Future. | | 
[From Our New York Correspondent. 

The Rev. Dr. David H. Greer, who isa man 
of such religious authority that he would 
have been the successor of Phillips Brooks 
had he not declined the call, and who is the 
rector of the church which the head of the 
Vanderbilt family attends, is distinguished 
in New York by his study of the social 
problems. Anything that he says upon 
this subject is regarded as the word of one 
having authority. Dr. Greer said first in 
speaking of the temperance problem: 

Iam satisfied that we are to have a solu- 
tion of this mighty problem, not in legisla 
tive cnactments nor in criminal procedure, 
but I think that temperance is to be gained 
solely by the influence of the Christian re 
ligion. I used to favor prohibition, but | 
think that it will be demonstrated very 
soon that this docs not offer the key to the 
problem. I was in favor of stringent crimi. 
nal legislation, but I have abandoned that 
idea. My experience teaclies me that in the 
future it will be recognized that the only 
way permanently to reclaim the victims of 
intemperance and to prevent others from 
becoming victims is by the influence which 
Ohristian ministers and Christian men and 
women are to exert. 

There is going to be verf soon a change 
in the views with which the Bibleis looked 


. upon by great masses‘of men and women. 
_This change will come tous in the next: 


century, and the results will be stupendous 
for good. Men and women will no longer 
read the Bible mechanically. They will nct 
set themselves a stint of so many chapters 
a day and having read them regard them 
selves as having performed a Christian 
duty. They will not look upon the Bible 
as a sort-.of fetich. 

On the contrary, it will be understood 
that, it isa bcok to be studied; as Ruskin. 
said, it must be dug into that its truths 
may be brought out. It will no longer be 
esteemed as gold coin, but as ore, from 
which glorious and golden truths are to be 
extracted. When people begin to realize 
this they will understand what is meant 
by the inspiration of this'book. It is an 
inspiration not in the technical sense, but 
in its influences. There will be new and 
splendid lights kindled ey this modern 
treatment of the word of ; 

Simplicity will take the place of subtlety 
and vagueness, It will be understood thai 
the lesson of the Old Testament as re 
vealed by this method of reading the Bible 
is simply this—that God is one, God is a 
Spirit, God is religious, and the lesson of 
the New Testament as suggested by Christ’s 
life is that ‘religion is love. And when in 
the next century this is understood of all 
men I have no doubt that the influences of 
Christianity will be the most stupendous 
since those exerted in the early days of the 
church. 

There is going to be, too, a change in the 
methods of public and private benevolence. 
Free and indiscriminate charity will be al- 
most unknown. It is beginning to be un- 
derstood that the highest charity is that 
which guides rather than supports. Men 
and women will be taught to help them- 
selves. The aid will be given in an almost 
concealed manner. Self respect will be 
cultivated and self reliance as well. The 
greater benevolences will be conducted 


‘upon sound business principles, and I pre. 


sume that'in the next century those who 
then live will see something like'a solution 
of these great and hitherto troublesome so 
cial and economic problems.

I Studie that the wealthy men of the

posed in this century to bestow upon the 
other arts. For the perfection of the.Ameri- 
can drama we must look very largely to the 
sypport of those who have. wealth with 
which to encourage all those influences 
which tend _ greater cultivation of the 
peop ple. 

I presume that in New York city, for in- 
stance, we shall havea great theater—per- 
haps modeled after that of the great thea- 
ter of France. It will be supported not by 
the patronage of the state, but by that of 
individuals of wealth. With such support’ 
the theater in the United States can become 
the great refining and moral infltience 
which in its highest form it has been in 
France. It will develop actors who are 
true artists, and whose artistic achieve 
ments will be recognized precisely as are 
the achievements of these who do the best 
things in other forms of artistic endeavor. 

The prizes which await those who suc- 
cessfully portray human nature and life as 
they are or as they have existed will be 
not only pecuniary ones, but will also be 
that recognition which so¢eiety now gives to 
the great painter or the great writer. Un- 
der the infiuonce of such a theater as I be 
lieve will be established the best stimulus 
for dramatic workmanship will inspire 
those who undertake to write plays. We 
shall therefore have developed not. only 
great artists upon the stage, but great cor- 
structots and writers of plays for them.

FIGHTING.CHOLERA AT HOME. 


Valuable’ Hints Which | May Provo Useful 
the Coming Summer. 
{Table Talk.] 

With the almost certain prospect be- 
fore us, of a cholera epidemic this sum- 
mer, each ahd every housekeeper should 
be exceedingly careful to have every- 
thing ‘in» and around her house thor- 
oughly cleansed and then kept so. This 
is a matter which cannot be left to the 
care of evernithe most careful servant, 
it needs the daily personal supervision 
of the ‘moét ‘particular mistress. This 
month is thé ohe universally set aside 
for house-oleaning, and after a general 
and most violent upheaval of the con- 
tents of the house the majority of the 
housekeepers are or seem satisfied to 
rest on their laurels and allow the al- 
most imperceptible but steady secre- 
tion of dirt and rubbish until the com- 
ing of the faH’ reminds them that it is 
again to clean house.” That 
these semi-annual cleanings are better 
than none there is no manner of doubt, 
and I'should like to suggest that cop- 
peras be dissolved in the water with 
which the lime is slacked for the an- 
nual whitewashing of the cellars, 
fences, etc. 

Copperas is valuable as a disinfectant 
becanse it has no odor, and it would do 
no harm to sprinkle the dry crystals 


along the base of the cellar walls, and 


especially in the corners. It not only 
destroys germs of insect life, but, it is 
said; will-keep rats and mice away. A 
quantity of copperas, several pounds, 
should.also be putin a barrel of water, 
a pailful. of which should be heated, 
and, two or three times a week, pouged 
while hot down the drains in sink @nd 
yard, and irto’the waste pipes of bath- 
rooms and closets. A pailful for each 
place, Imeafi, and this should be done 
by everybody everywhere, not only by 
those who ‘‘clean’’ twice a year, but 
also by ones who are ‘‘always clean- 
ing.’”’ This daily purifying of the 
drains is most important, more so than 
the ma jqrityot people realize.
